A Collar-maker for their Har- 
neſs, Ropes, Saddles, Bridles, &:, and the 
like Theſe Families muſt haye Food, 
and for that Purpoſe at leaft one Bntcher, 
one Malfter, one Baker, one Miller, tc, 
They'muft all have Clothes, and for that 
Purpoſe Shoe-makers, Taylors, Flax-dref- 
ſers, Wool-combers, Weavers, Hatters, 
Glovers, and the Hke; and thus the Far- 
mer produces Corn and Cattle from the 
Land ; the Artificers and ManufaQurers

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ſupply them with ſuch Necefſaries, as they. Thing provoking to GOD, our Hift 


canaot ſubſift without —— Thus planting 
a Few makes Way for a great Many z and 
the Huzbandry being the Foundation, the 
Artificers, Labourers, and.
